engines for trou bled Lockheed 
A ircraft Corp.’s Tri-Star airbu s. 
Connally , whose Cabinet stat­ 
u s makes him head of the new 
Cost of Liv ing Cou ncil which is­

women in u niform, that means 
giv ing u p an estim ated 812 mil­ 
lion in au tom atic pay boosts 
based on their rank and length 
of serv ice, ranging from $4 7 .4 0 
a month for a priv ate with two 
y ears to $17 4 .30 for a fou r-star 
general with 26 y ears. 
The Pentagon said, howev er, 
it will continu e to giv e pay 
raises for promotions, hostile- 
fire pay , re-enlistm ent bonu ses 
and special allowances. 
It earlier had indicated it will

schedu led to take effect Jan. 1 
for serv icemen, in line with a

Organized labor, already net­

Home Loan Board Calls 
For Lower Down Payment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal 
Home Loan 
Bank 
Board has mov ed to redu ce the 
down pay m ent requ ired u nder 
conv entional home loans. 
The board annou nced Friday 
it will allow sav ings and loan 
associations 
to 
accept 
con­ 
v entional home loans with down 
pay ments of only fiv e per cent. 
“ This board anticipates that 
these new conv entional loans 
will be particu larly u sefu l to 
persons of m oderate and low 
income who are seeking home 
ownership for the first tim e,” 
said Chairman Preston Martin. 
The loans will be limited to 
$30,000 and are for single-fami­ 
ly 
dwelling 
u nits 
only , 
the 
board said. 
In addition, the loans m u st be 
gu aranteed or insu red by m ort­ 
gage insu rance companies ap­ 
prov ed by the Federal Home 
Loan Mortgage Corp. or which 
hav e 
established 
a 
specified 
fu nd reserv es. 
Sav ings and loan associations 


hav e been permitted to make 
conv entional loans with as little 
as 10 per cent down, bu t most 
loans hav e been placed with 
down pay m ents of abou t 30 per 
cent. 
The 
board’s 
action 
is 
de­ 
signed to su pplement, not com­ 
pete with. Federal Hou sing Ad­ 
ministration and Veterans Ad­ 
m inistration gu aranteed loans, 
the board said. 
FHA 
and 
VA 
gu aranteed 
loans 
allow bu y ers 
to 
make 
sm aller down 
pay ments than 


normally requ ired u nder con­ 
v entional loans. 
Martin 
noted 
that 
George 
Romney , secretary of hou sing 
and 
u rban 
dev elopment, 
an­ 
nou nced a plan last week to 
prov ide 
fu nds 
for 
FHA-VA 
loans u p to $22,000. 
He said the board’s plan is 
geared toward 
pu rchasers of 
homes in the $22,000 to $30,000 
range. 
“ I believ e that the 95 -pcr-cent 
conv entional loan is 
an idea 
whose tim e has arriv ed,” M ar­ 
tin said.

“ 1 don’t know by what au ­ 
thority they did it,” Connally 
said of Pentagon officials. “ I 
assu re y ou that action had not 
been either considered or con­ 
doned by the Cost of Liv ing 
Cou ncil.”

Bid By Hoffa 


Panel Moves 
Meeting Ahead 
By Nearly Year 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ 
For­ 
mer 
Team sters 
Union 
boss 
Jam es R. Hoffa, his ties with 
the world’s largest u nion se­ 
v ered, today m akes his third 
bid 
for 
parole 
from 
federal 
prison. 
The U.S. Board of Parole, 
which will hear Hoffa’s case in 
ex ecu tiv e session, last month 
mov ed the rev iew 
ahead 
by 
nearly a y ear on the basis of 
u ndisclosed “ new and su bstan­ 
tial ev idence” presented by his 
son. 
When it denied Hoffa’s last 
parole bid on March 31, the 
board had said it wou ld not 
consider his case again u ntil 
Ju ne of 197 2. 
Since then, 
howev er, 
Hoffa 
has resigned as president of the 
two 
million-member 
Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of T eam ­ 
sters and dropped his ties with 
the Michigan locals that pro­ 
v ided his power base in the u n­ 
ion. 
In early Ju ly , as the T eam ­ 
sters were electing a new presi­ 
dent, the board said it wrou ld 
hear 
Hoffa’s 
case 
ahead 
of 
schedu le. 
Hoffa is serv ing a 
13-y ear 
term in the federal prison at 
Lewisbu rg, Pa., for mail frau d 
and ju ry tam pering. He entered 
the prison in March 1967 . 
Acting as Hoffa’s lawy er will 
be his son, Jam es P. Hoffa, a 
Detroit attorney for the T eam ­ 
sters Union. 
P a r o l e 
Board 
Chairm an 
George J. Reed said the y ou ng­ 
er Hoffa has not schedu led any 
witnesses to appear before the 
board on his father’s behalf. 
In addition to dropping his 
ties with the Team sters, Hoffa 
also 
testified 
before 
a 
New 
York federal grand ju ry that 
later indicted one of his form er 
associates for alleged misu se of 
the u nion’s pension fu nd. 
While refu sing to comment 
specifically 
on 
Hoffa’s 
case, 
lieed said su ch cooperation is 
among factors weighed by the 
board in determ ining whether 
to grant parole. 
Among alternativ es open to 
the eight-m em ber board are ap­ 
prov ing 
Hoffa’s 
application, 
deny ing it or paroling him u n­ 
der conditions set by the board. 
Reed said other options were 
open 
bu t 
refu sed 
to discu ss 
them.

SAIGON (AP) — Sou th Viet­ 
nam faced the threat today of a 
cu t in U.S. aid becau se of the 
withdrawal of President Ngu ­ 
y en Van Thieu ’s only opponent 
in the presidential race. 
The threat was u nderscored 
by Sen. Robert J. Dole, chair­ 
man of the Repu blican National 
Committee. He told reporters 
he had indicated to Thieu that 
there will be a critical reaction 
from Congress, which controls 
the pu rse strings. 
The 
Kansan 
v isited 
Thieu 
along 
with 
U.S. 
Am bassador 
Ellsworth Bu nker a few hou rs 
after retired Gen. Du ong Van 
Minh annou nced his w ithdraw al

Minh charged that Thieu was 
rigging the election, set for Oct. 
3. He said the cam paign was 
being tu rned into a “ dirty farce 
that can only make the people 
disbeliev e in a dem ocratic re­ 
gim e.” 
The U.S. Em bassy ex pressed 
regret that Minh 
had 
with­ 
drawn adding. “ Bey ond that, we 
hav e no fu rther com m ent.” Bu t 
u nimpeachable 
sou rces

Am bassador Ellsworth Bu nker 
had retu rned from Washington 
Thu rsday with a warning from 
President Nix on that it wou ld 
be difficu lt to get Congress to 
approv e more aid to the Saigon 
gov ernment if only one candi­ 
date is in the race.

Find Auto Towaways May Not Be Legal 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-T he 
Ohioan who parks his car in a 
priv ate lot where he is not en­ 
titled to space may risk the cost 
of a tow. Bu t the man who has 
the car hau led off may be risk­ 
ing mu ch more. 
City ordinances are silent in 
moat citiee su rv ey ed by The 
Associated Press on whether or 
not a property owner has the 
right to hav e illegally parked 
ears towed away on the spot, 
Consequ ently , 
a 
property 


owner who sends a car to a 
garage and then bills the owner 
for the two 
may be opening 
himself or the tow tru ck opera­ 
tor to a charge of car theft. 
That happened last month in 
Colu mbu s when two driv ers for 
a tow tru ck firm were charged 
with 
illegally 
remov ing cars, 
one of them belonging to an 
aide in the city police prose­ 
cu tor’s office. 
Of 15 Ohio cities su rv ey ed, 
only two — Mansfield and Cin­ 


cinnati — prov ide specifically , allow police to tow cars that re- 
that a priv ate property owmer inained on property 24 
hou rs 
may order a car towed im ­ 
m ediately if it is parked with­ 
ou t his permission. 
Cincinnati 
jiolicc 
may 
tow 
cars parked one hou r bey ond 
posted restrictions on priv ate 
property if the owner of the lot 
complains. 
In Mansfield no tim e lim it is 
specified. 
A third city , Canton, is con­ 
sidering legislation that wou ld 


bey ond the owner’s first com ­ 
plaint. 
'Hie rest report their ordi­ 
nances say 
nothing 
abou t

property owner’s right to hav e 
a car towed. 
“ If I were the pro|» erty owner,

(AP) — Criticism of the British 
army ’s

deaf mute and the arrest of two 
members of the provincial par­ 
liament. 
The army said soldiers shot 
and killed Eamon McDevitt, 28 , 
at Strabane Wednesday night 
because he refused to give up

Thunderstorms 


Still only half understood, the thun­ 
derstorms that fill summer skies with 
jagged light and rolling 
sound 
are 
among nature’s most fascinating phe­ 
nomena. 
They generate electricity and spread 
fertilizer. Thunderstorms — 44,000 a 
d.>y — crash down on every continent 
but Antarctica. 
An averag e thunderstorm releases 50 
times the energy of the first atomic 
bemb. Yet it begins as a column of 
gently rising air, warm, moist, walled 
by a chimney of cooler air, topped by 
a cottony cumulus cloud. 
This thunderstorm “ cell" of rising 
warmth, if conditions are just right, 
gains power as it lifts. Air ex pands 
and cools. It begins wringing out its 


load ot water vapor. Droplets form and 
grow heavier. The cloud boils higher 
and darker. A “ cumulus gone wild” 
becomes a thunderhead. The g reatest 
\ iolence occurs 15,000 to 25,000 feet in 
the air. 
How this crackling dy namo works is 
scarcely understood, 200 y ears after 
Ben Franklin’s time. But scientists say 
that lightning, flashing between earth 
and clouds, continuously recharges na­ 
ture’s electrical sy stem. 
Lightning, in addition, combines ni­ 
trogen and ox y g en in air into price­ 
less fertilizer for the soil. Rain washes 
it down. An estimated 100 million tons 
of usable plant food is thus produced 
each y ear, far more than all the fer­ 
tilizer man makes.

Labor Goes Protectionist 


Still only half understood, the thun­ 
derstorm s that fill sum m er skies with 
jagged 
light 
and

am ong nature’s m ost fascinating phe­ 
nom ena. 
They generate electricity and spread 
fertilizer. Thunderstorm s — 44.000 a 
d->y — crash down on every continent 
but A ntarctica. 
An average thunderstorm releases 50 
tim es the energy of the first atom ic 
bem b. Yet it begins as a colum n of 
gently rising air, w arm . m oist, walled 
by a chim ney of cooler air, topped by 
a cottony cum ulus cloud. 
This thunderstorm “ce ll” of rising 
warm th, if conditions are just right, 
gains power as it lifts. Air expands 
and coeds. It begins wringing out its 


load ot w ater vapor. D roplets form and 
grow heavier. The cloud boils higher 
and darker. A “cum ulus gone w ild ” 
becom es a thunderhead. The greatest 
\ iolence occurs 15,000 to 25,000 feet in 
the air. 
How this crackling dynam o works is 
scarcely understood, 200 years after 
Ben Franklin s tim e. But scien tists say 
that lightning, flashing betw een earth 
and clouds, continuously recharges na­ 
ture's electrical system . 
Lightning, in addition, com bines ni­ 
trogen and oxygen in air into p rice­ 
less fertilizer for the soil. Rain w ash es 
it down. An estim ated IOO m illion tons 
of usable plant food is thus produced 
each year, far m ore than all the fer­ 
tilizer m an m akes.
